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EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 2020-SFQ-10 

Series of 2020 

AN ORDER INSTITUTING PREEMPTIVE MEASURES TO COMBAT THE SPREAD OF THE 

COVID-19 WITHIN THE TERRITORIAL JURISDICTION 

OF OZAMIZ CITY 

WHEREAS, the World Health Organization declared the CoViD-19 a pandemic on March 
11,2020 owing to the sustained risk of its global spread; 

WHEREAS, the President through its Proclamation No. 922 s. 2020, declared a state of 
public health emergency due to the rapid proliferation of CoViD-19 in the country; 

WHEREAS, it is an avowed policy of the State to uphold the rights to life, health, safety 
and property of the people and to promote their general welfare at all times; 

WHEREAS, preemptive measures must be put in place to contain the outbreak of CoViD- 
19 and reduce the risk it poses to the inhabitants of Ozamiz City; 

NOW THEREFORE, I SANCHO FERNANDO “ANDO’* F. OAMINAL. Mayor of Ozamiz City, 
Province of Misamis Occidental, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law do hereby 
order and direct that; 

Section 1. An inter-office task force to fight the spread of CoViD-19 is herein established 
to be composed of the following;

The said CoViD-19 Task Force will monitor the daily situation, coordinate with other offices, 
plan and formulate steps to contain the proliferation of the virus in addition to the tasks 
provided for in Executive Order No. 2020-SFO-04. And such other tasks that may be 
assigned in obeyance of their mandate to combat the outbreak. 

Section 2. That all establishments accessible to public must provide in all its entry ways an 
alcohol or hand sanitizer and require all visiting public to use the same before they are 
allowed entry effective on March 16-31,2020. 

2.1. To ensure compliance thereof, the guards stationed in the entrances 
must personally dispense the disinfectants to the hands of each 
person seeking access to their respective establishments. 

For establishments who have no guards, they must make sure that the 
antiseptic is placed conspicuously in the entrance; 

2.2 Establishments as used herein means, public and private offices, malls, 
convenience stores, restaurants, salons, eateries, cafes, hotels, inns, 
pharmacies, internet cafes, banks and financial institutions, to include 
public utility vehicles as well as ambulant vendors, and other similar 
places where the public are allowed access; and 

2.3 All establishments that fail to abide with this measure as mentioned 

herein risks revocation of their business permits. 

Section 3. That all crowd gatherings regardless of size, are hereby temporarily prohibited 
until March 31, 2020 unless extended or lifted sooner as circumstances may warrant. 
Furthermore, everyone concerned is directed reschedule the said events after any and 
all restrictions are permanently lifted. 

Section 4. That a curfew is hereby imposed for the adherence of all inhabitants of Ozamiz 
City starting from 10.00 PM until 4:00 AM effective today, March 14, 2020 until March 31, 
2020 unless extended or lifted sooner as circumstances may warrant. 

Only duly authorized Health Care Providers & Emergency Frontline Workers (with proper 
identifications) as well as law enforcers will be allowed to roam around the city during 
curfew hours to monitor the situation and perform necessary actions which may be 
required by prevailing events. 

4.1 Law enforcers as used herein, include, but are not limited to uniformed 
personnel of the Philippine National Police and the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, authorized local government officials, and members of the 
Barangay Peacekeeping Action Team; 

4.2 In observance of the said curfew, all business establishments are mandated 

-. to close not later than 9:00 PM to give sufficient time for all of its workers to 

— pack and go home; and 

1 4.3 Bereaved families who are holding (or might hold) the wake of their dear 
departed are exempted from the observance of the curfew; 

4.4. During curfew, no one will be allowed to enter the City, except for: 
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4.4.1 Those who are just passing through, in which case they will be 
escorted by policemen until they leave the territorial 
jurisdiction of Ozamiz City; and 

4.4.2. Those who are seeking immediate medical attention which will 
likewise be assisted by policemen until they are admitted to 
hospitals. 

There being absence of public transportation during this time (curfew), all 
persons, requiring medical assistance or in cases of emergency, are 
directed to call our emergency hotline as provided herein or the PNP. 

4.5. Companies in the logistics industry shall not operate before 5:00 AM while 
this curfew is in effect. This is to ensure that employees who work therein 
will have sufficient time to proceed to their respective workplaces. 

4.6 Individuals who will defy any section hereof will be criminally prosecuted. 

Section 5. All Barangay Captains must ensure that all Persons Under Monitoring (PUMs) 
and possible Persons Under Investigation (PUIs) are promptly reported to the City Health 
Office. Otherwise they will be held administratively liable, worse recall proceedings might 
likewise be initiated for loss of trust and confidence by negligently exposing their 
constituents to CoViD-19 and threatening their well being, safety, and security. 

5.1 All Barangay Captains are likewise directed to manage their respective 
Barangay Health Emergency Response Teams (BHERTs) for the responsible 
and proactive monitoring of PUMs and PUIs. 

5.2. PUMs and PUIs ordered to undergo quarantine, home or otherwise, shall be 
arrested upon defiance of the said order to effect confinement. 

Section 6. That classes at all levels in all institutions of learning, whether public or private, 
within the territorial jurisdiction of Ozamiz City is hereby suspended, effective today, 
March 14, 2020 until March 31, 2020 unless earlier revoked or extended, if deemed 
necessary.
